It sang to poor houses Mon¬
day and Tuesday night and Wednes¬
day afternoon, and was threatened
by a strike of Its musicians, who re¬
fused to play Wednesday night un¬
less paid in advance. ,

Then Mr. du Point, learning of its
straits, bought up the entire house
and distributed the tickets among du
Pont employes.

nati. As 1 understand the New York
plan. Ihey contemplate a special mu¬
slo wrri. In Cincinnati, 1 find that
every week is music week from early
October until late June. IfSMs this
year-around devotion to music which
has laid deep the foundation of su
pi «??.«. \ of the establish««! 'musical
centers of I-urope.
"As a newcomer in Amencu. 1

should not be suspected of any maik-
ed favoritism lor one community as

against another. In striving to do
my utmost for the upbuilding of mu¬
sical art, I have found that the oppor¬
tunities were greater in Cincinnati
than in New York or Chicago by rea¬
son of the more general musical cul¬
ture which KCIMI1-. to prevail there.

"I have noticed the fine attitude
of the American people toward con¬
certs. It Is that of respect and rev¬
erence which is not always fourni in

I'.urope. The American peoplu seem
glad to welcome something new which
will improve their minds, particularly
this is true in colleges. On several
occasions when I was to render a

program, students of the institution
in the community would secure copies
of the program in advance, and study
the minutest details of the composi¬
tion." '

Monsieur Verd came to the United
States two months ago to be one of
the master Instructors in the piano¬
forte department of the Cincinnati
Conservatory of Music.

When the fate of Paris was uncer¬

tain In August, 11)1 .. Minister of Fine
Arts Dalimler secretly carried the
priceless collection to Bordeaux In a
satchel. Traveling as an ordinary
voyager, the little man with the
small satchel attracted no particular
attention from his fellow-passengers,
who didn't dream of the actual and
historical value of the satchel's con¬
tents.
The little man appeared to be trav¬

eling with two friends. They were
in reality two armed detectives, who
were themselves Ignorant of the exact
nature of their mission.

..inni back In America. Home news-
paper· have even printed statements
that he would come as head of the
Chicago force·, but an official do·
nial from the board of directors put
the report into the class of an un¬
founded rumor. %
Then It haa been whispered in mu¬

sical circles that Antonio Scotti who
was Impresario of hla own operatic
company laut spring and again last
autumn, had been approached on the
subject. Kut Mr. Scotti himseJf has
denied having considered any such
proposal.
"Rip Van Winkle," by Reginald Oe

Koven, with a llbretlo by Percy
Mackaye Is the annual American
offering. In addition, two ballets by
composers resident In Chicago will be
presented. John Alden Carpenter's

QUEENSTOWN CATHEDRAL
HAS LARGEST CARILLON

The recently completed cathedral
that dominates the town ai.d harbor
at Queenstown, Ireland.completed
after fifty years' work at a cost of
« r,,,,, .,,.,,.can boa-t the (Inest and
largest carillon In the United King¬
dom and the best adjusted i>et of bells
In the world, tuned to equal tempera¬
ment.

It is a carillon of forty-two bells,
with clavier, the compuxs exti-ndii.g
through three and a hair oi-taves.
The great bell weighs 3.755 pounds
and the smallest only thirteen pounds.
One of the programs played by

Anthony Neuvelaerts, the city ear-
ilonneur of Bruges, at the formaL in¬
auguration of tbe completed cathe¬
dral, afford« a fair idea of the possi¬
bilities of a carillon such as can now

bf heard across the Queenstowr. har¬
bor. It embraced a sonata by Van
Hoey, the Schubert "Ave Maria," one
of BMll'fl organ preludes, the Adeglo
from Beethoven'·* Sonata Pathétique,
a march by Menoit and a Neapolitan
song by Alfred Casella, the Italian
futurist.

this country a fértil· aoll for Bolshe¬
vist prupagsndists, and that llttl.j
bu«iiiesn is helpless to do much bet¬
ter. In a statement on the sugar
situation, h· »ay·:

"Just now the greatest get-rlch-
qui. I. game In America la gouging in
sugar. It's a mighty sweet and. rich
bualness for profit cormoranta. Th«
equalization board held the reflnera
down as to price, so lu the name of
Great Britain and France they bought
up the Cuban sugar crop and export¬
ed it to those countries at a higlie»-
ftgure than the board would alluW
these men to sell It in the United
States. And this Government let
them do it. As a reault the increase
in the price of sugar will add almost
a billion dollars to the burdens now

being borne by the American pe. pie.
"Although our exports of sugar to

Great Britain alone have Jumped 200
per cent, and we have In recent
months shipped more then .KW.OOO
pounds of it to the United Kingdom,
there are fairly well authenticated
reports of vast hoards of aungar in
New York and New Jersey. One it-

rent deal reported Is the sale through
brokers of $120.000 worth of sugar by
a New York packing company t« a

Jersey City merchant for -OU renie

a pound, the sugar to be sold at '¿2
cent» retail.
"The hoarders are holding up East¬

ern wholesalers and retailers, who In
turn, must hold up the consumer.
Sugar at 11 cents.the war price--·!·»
tremendously scarce In these locali¬
ties. But sugar at 22 and -'.': cent ?

is as plentiful as ever.
"With big business doing its best

to make this country a fertile soil
for Bolshevist propagandists. liMIe
business is helpless to do much bet
ter. What tempts our great corpora
tions to profiteer Is easy money.le¬
gitimatized graft. I earnestly urge
as a remedy to meet this emergency

In round number.« the total regis¬
tered enrolled and licensed American
shipping on January 1 was 28,500
vessel.« of Ilk326,000 ton.·«. This is an
increase of .4,063.550 tons, or more

than 35 per cent in one year's time.
The fleet of seagoing ships of 1,000

j gross tons or over, on January 1.
numbered 2.584 vessel.« of 9..'»'-«*,787
gross tons, of which the United States
i.overnmenl, represented by the Ship¬
ping Board, owned 1,«M0 véasela of
$5.900,742 groas- tons. in.- waa S3
per cent of the tonnage.
A year ago the documented sea¬

going ships of 1.000 gross tons or

over numbered 1.063 of 5,656,»<56 tons,
of which tlie Shipping Board owned
¦308 of 2,303,015 tons, or 41 per cent
of the tonnage.
Up to June 30. 191ft. the expendi¬

tures of the construction division of
the Shipping Board aggregated $2,-
